Advice To The GI’s 


Failure of about 10,000,000 war veterans, all former policy 
holders of GI insurance, thus far to reinstate their policies 
difficult to understand except on the ground that they sim- 
ply do.not know what they are giving up. According to Gen- 
eral Omar N. Bradley, VA administrator, the veterans . in 
effect “are kicking around an estimated $90,000,000,000 in 
economic security.” H ` 

The veterans are now required to pay only two premiums 
‘or monthly payments/in order to have their policies fully 
reinstated. This-ingurance is available at’ extremely low 
rates. It may be taken in the form of endowment policies, 
payable at 60 or 65. 

There have been.some recent changes, and payments in 
the event of death now may be made either in installment or 
lump sum. Furthermore, in the event that an insured veter- 
an becomes disabled the government policy will pay $5 a 
month for each $1,000 insurance as long as the disability 
exists, and payments of this nature are not subtracted from 
the full face value of the policy. 

The Times urges war veterans in this territory to examine 
their opportunities under this liberal government insurance
